A Bridge of Ants 

A species cf ants which spin silk 
Is common in hot countries.

Safety Appliance to A ls Added to Grand| 
Trunk Equipment ont! 

Of all the multitude of Rag ener 
Janxiety which make the head of a 

railroad official, like his ‘that wears & 
crown, lie uneasily, none Is of greater 
importance than the safety of. passen- 
gers and the stability of equipment. 
A railroad system however carefully 
organized and efficiently manned is a 
human device and accidents are bound 
to oceur although reduced to a mini- 
mum. - When accidents, in the form 
of coliision occur, it generally follows 
that many valuable lives are lost and 
that a number of expensive cars are 
ea to matchwood, Passengers 
real that their greatest danger Is 
telescoping, but few of them know that 
telescoping is due to the fact that the 
body of the car merely rests upon the 
trucks and is unconnected with it save 
for a two inch centre pin of negligible 
importance. 

Were it possible to make a solid unit 
of body and truck the problem would 
appear to have been solved. 
however cannot be done for thé one 
must be readily detachable from the 
other to facilitate repairs. How then 
to make them detachable at need and 
yet a solid unit in operation is a ques- 
tion that has been solved by the Grand 
Trunk System after nearly two years 
careful work and its solution can fair- 
ly be claimed to mark the greatest 
advance in railroading since Westing- 
house brought out his air-brake, No 
other railroad on this continént has 
taken any steps to work out such aa 
equipment and no other railroad in the 
world has been able to work out any- 
thing of practical value. 

No invention of such 
was ever simpler. 
castings. No complicated 9: fragile 
machinery Nothing to get out o” 
work or be wrongly used. When as- 
sembled the device resembl«s nothin, 
so much as two gigantic nuts, one su- 
per-imposed upon th» other, and held 
together by easily removed vertical 
keys and pin. In a collision the 
force of the impact stops the trucks 
of each car but since the object that 
has been Struck continues to move 
and the bodies have a tendency to fol- 
low them; while the sudden applica: 
tion of the brakes to the trucks simu - 
taneous with the impact also causes 
the bodies to move, these last be- 
come partially or entirely shifted from 
their normal position; upon the trucks. 
The impact strikes the platforms of 
trucks first of all and if these remain- 
ed even the danger of telescoping 
would be small but when the bodies 
are shifted one inch higher than an- 
other, its platform climbs upon the 
lower platform and the two bodies 
crush into each other. 

It is evident that some force must 
be applied to counter-act the move- 
ment of the bodies and the only one 
avaliable has never been taken ad- 
vantage of—brake force which acts 
upon the wheels that are attached to 
the truck. This ig why a device had 
to be planned that would make truck 
and psy a unit so as to allow the 

* fon veweell tecth.. 
dition the joining of the track to the 
body hangs the weight of the former 
upon either end of the latter and to 
that extent helps to prevent the body 
from rising up. 

Impressed with certain accidents, 
Mr. J. Coleman, superintendent - >f 
the Grand Jrunk Car Department at 
Point St. Charles, started to work 
upon this idea, as has been said near- 
ly two years ago. Last August he 
submitted hig invention, which he de- 
scribes as a centrifugal lock in the 
centre plate of the car, to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Chamberlin, who was so 
impressed with its value that he or- 
dered the device to be added to all 
future equipment and at the present 
time it is being built into 96 Grand 
Trunk Pacific passenger cars. 

The weight of these cars. varies 
“from 80,000 lbs for a baggage car to 
115,000 pounds for a passenger coach, 
while the weight of trucks varies from 
12,000 pounds for a four wheeled truck 
to 20,000 pounds for a six wheeled 
truck. 

Within the past month or so the 
Board of Railway Commissioners, evi- 
dently impressed also with the danger 
of telescoping and its cause, gave no- 
tice to the Canadian Railways that at 
a future session it would inquite what 
was to be done to obviate the danger 
and why they shoud not be made to 
{fasten body and truck together in 
some way. ror this reason nothing 
has been said by the Grand Trunk 
about jts device as the company was 
desirous of obtaining first the approv- 
al of the Commissioners, but Grand 
Trunk officials feel no small pride that 
in this important matter they have 
been the ploseers of all the railroads 
of the world and are confident that 
they have added immeasurably to the 
safety of passenger travel,

Rich Petroleum Well One of the Fruits 
of Her Remarkable Gift 

Madame Charlotte von Tuekoery, 
a Hungarian, who is endowed 
with the remarkable gift of divination, 
will shortly arrive in Paris on her way 
to London.

The Hudson Bay Company's post at 
Fort George, British Columbia, are 
laying their plans and making arrange- 
ments to have their next season sup- 
plies come in by way of Edmonton 
and Tete Jaune Cache over the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway. This arrange 
ment marks a new feature in trang- 
portation over that country, as here- 
tofore all freight had ‘to be drawn in 
by waggon over the old caribou road 
for a'distance of 167 miles, and thence 
by steamer for another 150 miles. 
During the coming season they will 
be able to bring their freight to Tete

FIRE-FREE 


Little Damage on Rocky Mountains 
Forest Reserves This Season 

During the season of 1912 there have 
been no dangerous fires within either 
the Brazeau or Athabaska Forests of 
the Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve, 
There have been a few small fires 
along the new ratiway under con- 
struction within the Brazeau Reserve, 
caused by negligence en the part of 
contractors, but throughout the season 
the weather conditions have been so 
favorable that the danger of serious 
fires was almost negligible. 

The Brazeau and Athabaska forests 
are the two northerly divisions of the 
large Rocky Mountains forest resérve, 
and with proposei additions constl- 
tute over one third the total area of 
the Rocky Mountains forest reserve on 
the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, or about four and a half million 
acres. 
visor of these reserves is now situated 
within the Brazeau reserve, at Mile 87, 
of the Alberta Coal Branch, 46 miles 
southwest of Edson, ‘the first division- 
al point on the main -line of the G.T. 
P. Ry., 150 miles west of Edmonton. 
During the season of 1912 there have 
been fifteen forest rangers in all sta- 
tioned at different points over the two

The report submitted by Meeeres. 
francis, Ross and Lea of Mon- 
tren] to the’ board of commissivn- 
ers, headed by Mayor William 
Short, recommends the Saskat- 
chewan river as a source of supply 
the experts saying that the water- 
shed of 11,000 square miles is at 
present mestly through an un- 
settled district thus ensuring pure 
water. The minimum flow of the 
stream in Edmonton is 8,000 
cubic feet per second, thus afford- 
ing an abundant and never-failing 
supply.

Edmoanton’s Civic 
Improvements 


Kdmvnton, Alta,, Feb. 5—Five 
million, five hundred thousand 
dollars, is the emont of debentures 
to be issued by the municipality 
of Edmonton for civic improve- 
mente as soon as the by-laws, 
adopted at the last meeting of the 
council, are sanctioned by the 
ratevayers. The rate of interest 
is fixed at 5 per cent. The bonds 
run from eight to40 vears. The 
principal items are: Street rail- 
way extensions, $1,548 220; tele- 
phone extensions, $848,000; land 
for general purposes. $675.720; 
power house extensions, $484,720, 
Edmonton’s wnueed borrowing 
capacity today is $16,761,470. 
The gross debenture detit is $11,- 
792,800, while the present indebt- 
edness is $5,288,439. The assees- 
ments are on ground values only 
this being a single tux community 
and amounted $123,474,620, 
exclusive of exemptions, in 1912.

Peace River North 


To Remain Dry 


Edmonton, Alta., Feb, 5~—Rev. 
A. Forbes, a missionary of the 
Presbyterian church, stationed at 
Grande Prairie, annoiinced in 
Edmonton today that a move- 
ment is under way to keep the 
the Peace River district, north of 
the 55th parallel in the dry col- 
umn, The present northern limit 
for the liquor traffic is Athabasca, 
100 miles north of here. Mr. For- 
bes reported that @ recent plan to 
‘establish a licensed hotel at 
Grande Prairie was opposed by a 
large majority of settlers in the 
district. Their petition is now 
heing considered by Lieutenant 
Governor Bulyea, stationed in 
Edmonton, The missionary said 
that the settlersin the district 
have recored their unalterable 
opposition to the extension of the 
license north of Athabasca, “and,” 
he added, “we intend to use a!) 
constitutional means to prevent 
its extension nearer to our homes 
and firesides.”’

be improved if they are made with a 
thin stroke and strongly lighted. Black 

letters are more distinct if made witb 
a heavy stroke.

sea. In the many storm tides that 


of sianch ships lost along thet 
on the half hundred miles of beaches 
between Monomoy at Chatham and 
Wood End-at Provincetown are fre- 
quently exhumed from tombs of sand 

Sometimes a wreck. appears that 
has been buried a century or more, 23 
in the case a few years ago of the 
bones of the British frigate Somerset 
whose timbers oak were disclosed 
to view back of Provincetown, near 
the life saving stajion in Dead Man's 
Hollow. The Somerset was lost on 
Peaked Hill cars Nov. 2 or 8, 1778. 

Once a vessel is gripped br the 
sands the process of entombing her 
goes on with great rapidity, the craft 
appearing to sink steadily in the 
yielding’ beach. All around the 
doomed vessel the sand piles up in 
great drifts, like snow. Every crev- 
ice of the hull is quickly filled.

INSURED AGAINST TWINS 


Woman Who Gave Birth to Two 
Girls, Collects $2000 From Germany 


Nearly all of the insurance compan- 
fes who issue policies to apprehensive 
parents against the risk of twins, are 
likely to have a considerable increase 
in this branch of their business as 
the result of a payment that has just 
been made by a French company. 

Father need no longer view with 
concern the problem of looking after 
two children, where they would have 
jvyfully welcomed the advent of one, 

All twins now may, both figuratively 
and practically speaking, be worth 
their weight in gold. 

The insurance company referred to 
Las paid out no less a sum _ than 
$2000 to a woman who presented her 
husband with twin danghters. 

Evidently of a practical turn of 
mind, the “woman recently called at 
the office of the company and asked 
for a policy against the risk of having 
twins. 

The manager agreed to the woman's 
proposal for a monthly premium of 
$13, payable for six months.

Interesting Documents of George II!

A discovery of English royal docu- 
ments extraordinarily valuabie anu in-

All state papers, private letters and 
general correspondence of Kings 
George III and George IV have been 
missing from the crown papers, and 
it was supposed that when George IV 
ascended the throne he destroyed his 
father’s papers and afterwards his 
own.

HELLENIC WARRIORS FROM 
CANADA 


Leaving Adopted Land They Swarm 
Home to Fight Their Tradit- 
lonal Foe 


It is stated that Patras is the 
stepping stone between Greece and 
the far west. For some years past. 
thanks to the enterprise of the Cun- 
ard and Austro-American Lines, tho.- 
sands of the young men of Greece 
have left for Canada to find fortune 
and security. Today they are all 
coming back, In the last month over 
2,000 Greeks have returned to he'p 
their country in the hour of need. 

The Laura, of the Austro-Amert- 
can Line, larded 500 volunteers on 
their way to Athens. They were 
men typical of what Canada turns out 
of the raW emigrant material. one 
of them was more than 25, well set-up 


with the unmistakable Canadian 
stamp on then. Many of them spoks 
English better than their mother- 


tongue, sons of Greek emigrants who 
had preserved their nationalty. 
All New to Them 


To. them everything in the country 
they had come to fight for was new. 
The little pigmy trains, the flocks of 
turkeys, the Turkish coffee, the lous- 
tros (bootblacks), were all sights of-a 
new land. To the outward eye they 
were pure Canadians. Canadian 
boots, clothes, hats and walk. Each 
one in his buttonhole wore a dimin- 
utive Greek fiag. This flag repre- 
sents their Jand and her ambitions. 
It does not’ metter to them that volun: 
teers are not accented. They are 
willing to enroll in the regulars and 
serve ty three years or more, if need 
be. 

During the course of the last six 
weeks I have met scores of Greeks 
from foreign lands. I generally 
found that their experiences abroad 
had so broadened their minds that the 
Greek Officers put.them in the more 
responsible positions. For instance, 
at Eleutherochorl, the base of supplies 
for the Seventh division, where stores 
were being 'anded dally, the section 
of the A.S.C. was almost entirely 
composed of Greeks from Canada, 
Amefica and South Africa. At Jan: 
itza, the squads in charge of the pris- 
oners and the stores were under ser- 
geants from Calgary. Their lives in 
distant countries had done away with 
a great deal of the racial hatred and 
intolerant spirit which characterizes 
the majority of the Greek soldiers, and 
therefore they were better fitted to 
take charge of the responsible posts. 

Greece Must be Strong 


Even when the official war !s end- 
ed, it will be necessary for Greece 
to keep a considerable force scattered 
throughout Macedonia, not so muca 
against the Turk, who will rapidly 
disappear from the scene, but as a 
police force \o ca’m the’ never-ending 
strife among the Balkan nationalities. 
For this purpose {it will be necessary 
to maintain a emall force in almost 
every village. The Anglo-Saxon 
Greek, whether he comes from Chi- 
cago, London, Capetown or Montreal, 
will be invaluable for these services 
Experience in well-governed Ildnds 
and appreciation of law and order 
should form e@ valuable asset to tho 
Greek government in the future for 
Macedonia. 

An attempt will also be made by 
the government to retain a large nun 
ber of these Greeks in Macedonia b; 
offering them farm: to work and other 
inducements. But I do not think 
that many will stay. Their exper. 
fences of city life are too vivid, and 
when their work is done they will 
go to their homes across the water,

Doctor Hultin, a woman of great 
personal charm and wide culture, is 
the first woman in Finland upon whom 
the high degree of doctor of philoso- 
phy was conferred, -but there are now 
many others of her sex who. have 
qualified for che distinction. She was 
elected to the parliament. of Finland 
in 1908, but was not the first woman 
to take a seat there, 

I am simply amazed, sald Doctor 
Hultin, that Mnglish women still have 
to struggle for recognition in eitizen- 
ship; for just the broad basis of citt- 
zenship of which the vote is the ob- 
ject. In Finland women have had the 
vote since 1905, and they exercised 
the franchise in 1906. There is no 
limit to the number of women who 
may sit in parliament. 

Furnish Women Free 

When the men of Finland gained 
full citizenship, they insisted that the 
women who had stood by them in 
times of political difficulty and danger 
should share their privileges, and not 
& voice was raised against their eligt- 
bility as parliamentary representa- 
tives. 

Doctor Huitin explained that during 
the last four parliamentary elections 
58 to 60 per cent of the women voted 
and that she considered a satisfactory 
proportion when it was remembered 
that distances are great and communl- 
cation often Aifficurt in a country of 
great lakes and forests. The propor- 
tion of men voters is between 65 to 
70. And iI may say that notwith- 
standing strange ideas held by others 
about Finland’s women members of 
parliament, they are not chosen for 
their appearance or the fit of thelr 
dress, but for other qualities. They 
are treated as comrades by the men. 
We do not ask for chivalry from men 
members, but we appreciate the con- 
fidence they place in us. 

The women members of the Finnis 
‘parliament work with their own part- 
fes and have not formed a woman's 
party on their own account. Mem- 
bers are paid and if they absent them- 
selves without special leave of absence 
they lose their payment and are in 
addition, fined $3.60 a day. 

Are Regular Attendants
